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Government extends additional 
support to citizens on welfare 


ORANJESTAD -For the up¬ 
coming school year 2011- 
2012, the government is 
providing financial assistance 
to parents on welfare who 
have a school age child or 
children. This financial assis¬ 
tance is specifically to help 
with outfitting children for 
school with the necessary 
clothing, such as shoes, uni¬ 
forms, school items, etc. The 
assistance is applicable for 
children going to kinder¬ 
garten, primary or to regular 
day school. The only condi¬ 
tion is that the child (ren) 
must be living with the parent 
and the parent must be re¬ 
ceiving welfare. 

Families on welfare will 
receive an additional 
Afls.120 for each school age 
child up to a maximum of 
Afls.500 per family. This 
one-time assistance will be 
paid out together with the 
regular welfare check and 
paid in the month of Septem¬ 
ber. Fike in previous years 
the Department of Social Af¬ 
fairs will help with the pay¬ 
ment of school fees, or at 
least a portion of this. This 


payment will be made di¬ 
rectly to the school or to the 
school board. The maximum 
amount payable is Afls.120 
per child, and is a one-time 
assistance. 

Parents who have adopted 
children will have to fill out a 
form from the school where 
the child is registered as of 
August 16. On that form, de¬ 
signed by the Department of 
Social Affairs, the parent is 
required to fill in all the ne¬ 
cessary information as accu¬ 
rately as possible and then 
sign it. A letter explaining the 
entire process will be issued 
to each client on the next pay¬ 
day for welfare recipients. 

In 2009, about 550 chil¬ 
dren received this type of as¬ 
sistance. In 2010 that number 
increased to 725 and as for 
this year the government has 
budgeted for 850 children, 
The number of 850 children 
is equal to about 700 families 
who will qualify for this fi¬ 
nancial assistance. 

The government is con¬ 
vinced that this assistance is 
much needed for those fami¬ 
lies on welfare. The govern¬ 


ment is of the opinion that the 
financial situation of families 
should not interfere or hinder 
children from getting an edu¬ 
cation. For this reason the 
government stands ready to 
ensure that our children can 
continue to go to school to 
become worthy citizens to 
prepare to help with the fu¬ 
ture development of our 
country. 

Welfare recipients can 
make their petitions at three 
different areas across the is¬ 
land...three community Of¬ 
fices: as of August 15 clients 
can go to Noord at the former 
De Schakel School at Tanki 
Flip 53. This is for clients 
from Paradera, Noord, Seroe 
Patrishi, and Pos Abao. 

For those in San Nicolaas, 
soon they will be able to go 
the former IMSAN building. 
But for now, those in the Pos 
Chiquito, Savaneta and San 
Nicolaas districts will have to 
go to the Fagoenweg 11 Of¬ 
fice in Oranjestad. At each of 
these offices clients can make 
petitions for welfare assis¬ 
tance as well as for other as¬ 
sistance and social guidance. 


WEB must continue to

BAFASHI — In a recent 
communique from WEB, 
Aruba 6 s Water and energy 
plant, they report having cho¬ 
sen back in 2005 to imple¬ 
ment the 2025 ENERGY 
ARUBA strategic plan with 
respect to the increase of fuel 
oil. Their objective was to 
66 Use Fess Fuel With Fess 
Energy.”

The above investments re¬ 
sulted in being extremely 
beneficial to Aruba. It re¬ 
sulted in a sizeable increase 
in efficiency of 21% since 
2005. 

They succeeded in reduc¬ 
ing the company’s consump¬ 
tion of fuel oil by 1000 
barrels a day. They have gone 
from the consumption of 


6000 barrels daily to 5000 
barrels per day. By continu¬ 
ing to invest, by 2013 they 
will produce more water and 
electricity while reducing the 
amount of fuel to approxi¬ 
mately 3.500 barrels per day. 
This they have and can ac¬ 
complish through a very 
strict financial policy. Their 
strict financial policy is what 
has gained WEB the respect 
of financial institutions, local 
and international banks. 

WEB has consistently re¬ 
mained financially sound to 
be sure they have the respect 
of banks which has made ob¬ 
taining financing so much 
easier. 

Since the start of the year 
WEB has been experiencing 
the increase of the price of 
fuel oil, which has put a great 
deal of strain on their finan¬ 
cial condition. This, accord¬ 
ing to WEB, requires them to 
raise the tariffs in order to 
maintain a sound financial 
situation to be able to meet 
their obligations. WEB has 
thus far absorbed the increase 
of the fuel oil, but they be¬ 
lieve that they can not con¬ 
tinue this way any longer. 

The consequence of not 
raising the tariffs to cover the 
real costs will put WEB in 
dire financial straits.

money ended up in Taliban 
hands: report 


AFGHANISTAN (AFP) - 
government funds earmarked 
ostensibly to promote business 
in Afghanistan have landed in 
Taliban hands under a $2.16 
billion transportation contract, 
The Washington Post has re¬ 
ported. 

Citing the results of a year¬ 
long military-led investigation, 
the newspaper said US and 
Afghan efforts to address the 
problem have been slow, and 
all eight of the trucking firms 
involved remain on US pay¬ 
roll. 

Moreover, the Pentagon 
extended the contract for six 
months last March, the report 
said. 

The investigation found 
’’documented, credible evi¬ 
dence ... of involvement in a 
criminal enterprise or support 
for the enemy" by four of the 
eight prime contractors, the 
paper noted. 

According to The Post, in¬ 
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vestigators followed a $7.4 
million payment to one of the 
eight companies, which in turn 
paid a subcontractor, which 
hired other subcontractors to 
supply trucks. 

The trucking subcontrac¬ 
tors then made deposits into an 
Afghan National Police com¬ 
manders account, already 
swollen with payments from 
other subcontractors, in ex¬ 
change for guarantees of safe 
passage for the convoys, the 
report said. 

Intelligence officials then 
traced $3.3 million, withdrawn 
in 27 transactions from the 
commander’s account, that 


was transferred to insurgents 
in the form of weapons, explo¬ 
sives and cash, the paper said. 

"This goes beyond our 
comprehension," The Post 
quoted Representative John 
Tierney as saying. 

Tierney, a Democrat, was 
chairman of a House oversight 
subcommittee that charged 
that the military was, in effect, 
supporting a vast protection 
racket that paid insurgents and 
corrupt middlemen to ensure 
safe passage of the truck con¬ 
voys that move US military 
supplies across Afghanistan, 
the paper said. 


Private funeral for Winehouse 
to be held today 



LONDON (AFP) - The funeral of pop diva Amy Winehouse, 
found dead at her London home on Saturday, will take place 
today and will be limited to family and close friends, a 
spokesman for her family said Monday. Winehouse’s body 
was released to her family on Monday after a post-mortem 
failed to establish a formal cause of death and, in accordance 
with Jewish tradition, the 27-year-old's remains must be laid 
to rest as soon as possible. Parents Mitch and Janis Wine¬ 
house formally identified the British soul singer's remains 
Monday before going to see the shrine of flowers (seen here), 
messages, candles, beer cans and vodka bottles outside her 
home in Camden Square, north London. The post-mortem was 
conducted at St Pancras Mortuary, with the formal inquest 
opened and adjourned to October 26 in a two-minute hearing 
at St Pancras Coroner's Court. Police said the toxicology re¬ 
sults were not expected for two to four weeks. 


Hackers hit back with 
attack on Italian police 


ROME (AFP) - Hacker groups 
said Monday they had ac¬ 
cessed the website of Italy's 
cyber police and published 
classified information online 
in revenge for arrests of hack¬ 
ers in Europe and the United 
States. 

The communications police 
unit admitted it had been 
hacked but did not confirm or 
deny that any information had 
been stolen, while lawmakers 
condemned an "unprece¬ 
dented" attack that had 
breached Italy's security. 

The attack dubbed Opera¬ 
tion Italy "revealed some of 
the most important and most 
secret reports of the cyber po¬ 
lice on illegal and immoral 
practices," hacker groups 
LulzSec and Anonymous said 
in a statement on a blog. 

The leaked reports "will 
show abuses committed in Eu¬ 
rope by the CNAIPIC (Na¬ 
tional Centre against Cyber 
Crime and for the Protection 
of Critical Infrastructure)," 
they said on the site 
http://anonops- 
ita.blogspot.com. 

The information published 


by the hackers so far consists 
of eight megabytes of docu¬ 
ments on a variety of Italian 
government interactions with 
ministries and business groups 
in Australia, Belarus, Egypt, 
Russia and Ukraine. 

Hackers said the docu¬ 
ments represented only one 
percent of the total cache. 

Instead of maintaining a 
low profile after the arrest of 
16 people in the United States 
and five in Europe in an in¬ 
quiry led by the FBI against 
Anonymous, hackers have 
said that they would widen 
their struggle. 

A month ago LulzSec an¬ 
nounced an end to its hacking 
campaign after an arrest in 
Britain. 

The group first became 
known for an attack on Sony 
and Nintendo video games fol¬ 
lowed by the CIA, the FBI and 
Rupert Murdoch's media em¬ 
pire News Corp. 

Hackers claiming member¬ 
ship of the Anonymous collec¬ 
tive earlier this year launched 
cyber attacks on a variety of 
Italian government and busi¬ 
ness sites.

Government making

ORANJESTAD - In Novem¬ 
ber 2009 the government bor¬ 
rowed 125 million Aruban 
florins to cover expenses left 
by the previous administra¬ 
tion. According to Minister of 
Finance, Mike De Meza, the 
2010 island budget had a 
deficit of 138 million Aruban 
florins. Added to this was the 
210 million Aruban florins 
accorded to Valero bringing 
the real deficit to almost 350 
million Aruban florins. De 
Meza explained that certain 
changes and strategic deci¬ 
sions enabled the government 
to achieve a manageable fi¬ 
nancial situation for Aruba. 
The government succeeded 
in reducing the deficit in the 


2011 budget with 75 million 
Aruban florins, which is 
equal to 1.5% of our GDP. 

Government’s receipts 
totaled little more than 1 bil¬ 
lion Aruban florins, while 
expenses were almost 1.3 
billion Aruban florins. De¬ 
spite many negative factors 
and situations inherited by 
the new government in 
2009, the government suc¬ 
ceeded in curtailing the neg¬ 
ative tendencies. The Na¬ 
tional Social Dialogue and 
an economic research plan 
helped to put buying power 
back into the hands of the 
people and helped us to re¬ 
cover economically.

EU issues alert 
over cholera 
outbreaks in 
Caribbean 

BRUSSELS, Belgium - Euro¬ 
pean Union (EU) health offi¬ 
cials have issued a warning to 
travellers about the risk of con¬ 
tracting cholera in the Domini¬ 
can Republic, a magnet for 
tourists, and Haiti. 

The European Center for 
Disease Prevention and Con¬ 
trol (ECDC) said in a report 
that cholera is becoming en¬ 
demic in the Dominican Re¬ 
public. The country shares the 
island of Hispaniola with 
Haiti, which has been battling 
a large cholera epidemic since 
October 2010. 

Cholera first spread from 
Haiti to the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic last November, and the latter 
had had 5,367 suspected cases 
with 46 deaths by mid-June, the 
ECDC reported. It said 1,727 
cases were confirmed. 


Probe to reveal 'exact circumstances' of Rio-Paris crash 


PARIS, Fance (AFP) - Inves¬ 
tigators said they will unveil 
new findings on Friday 
revealing the "exact circum¬ 
stances” of the deadly crash 
of an Air France jet in the At¬ 
lantic in 2009. 

The French aviation au¬ 
thority BEA said yesterday it 
will make its third formal re¬ 
port from its investigation 
into how the plane crashed en 
route from Rio de Janeiro to 
Paris on June 1, 2009, killing 
all 228 people on board. 

"This report will present 
the exact circumstances of 
the accident with an initial 
analysis and some new find¬ 
ings based on the data recov¬ 
ered from the flight 
recorders,” it said in a state¬ 
ment. 

It added that it would brief 
the media in Paris at 2:30 pm 
(1230 GMT) on Friday. 

According to information 
from the recorders already re¬ 
leased by the BEA, the pilots 


saw conflicting speeds on 
their instruments as the plane 
stalled and fell into the sea. 

An interim inquiry had 
pointed to an icing problem 
with the probes measuring air 
speed but there has still been 
no definitive conclusion as to 
the cause of the crash. 

The new elements in Fri¬ 
day's report will "present the 
different chains of events that 
led to the accident” but will 
not formally establish the 
cause, a BEA spokeswoman 
told AFP. 

"These first points of 
analysis will allow us to indi¬ 
cate the failures that led to the 
accident, but not their cause,” 
she said. A further final report 
is due later. 

According to several ex¬ 
perts, the deactivation of the 
autopilot could have been 
caused by the icing up of the 
air speed probes, known as 
Pitots. 

Since the accident, Air 


France has replaced the Pitots 
on its Airbus fleet with a 
newer model. 

Both companies are being 
investigated for alleged 
manslaughter in connection 
with the crash. 

Pilot's unions and some of 
the victims' families have ac¬ 
cused the airline of reacting 
too slowly to safety warnings 
but both Airbus and Air 
France insist they reacted 
properly. 

"We are waiting for more 
information on the circum¬ 
stances of the accident, how 
it took place and above all the 
technical state of the aircraft 
during the flight's last mo¬ 
ments,” said Robert Soulas of 
a victims' families associa¬ 
tion. 

"What has been released 
by the BEA has been very 
fragmented and has not al¬ 
lowed us to fully understand 
the situation,” he told AFP. 

It took investigators nearly 


two years to salvage the 
black-box flight recorders 
from the wreck on the ocean 
floor in May. 

Rescue workers recovered 
50 bodies in the days imme¬ 
diately after the crash and this 
year retrieved a further 104, 
which were returned to 
France last month. More than 
70 could not be recovered.

Hong Kong scientists 
'show time travel Is 
impossible' 



HONG KONG (AFP) - Hong 
Kong physicists say they 
have proved that a single 
photon obeys Einstein's the¬ 
ory that nothing can travel 
faster than the speed of light 
— demonstrating that outside 
science fiction, time travel is 
impossible. 

The Hong Kong Univer¬ 
sity of Science and Technol¬ 
ogy research team led by Du 
Shengwang said they had 
proved that a single photon, 
or unit of light, "obeys the 
traffic law of the universe". 

"Einstein claimed that the 
speed of light was the traffic 
law of the universe or in sim¬ 
ple language, nothing can 
travel faster than light," the 
university said on its website. 

"Professor Du's study 
demonstrates that a single 
photon, the fundamental 
quanta of light, also obeys the 
traffic law of the universe just 
like classical EM (electro¬ 
magnetic) waves." 

The possibility of time 
travel was raised 10 years ago

when scientists discovered 
superluminal — or faster- 
than-light — propagation of 
optical pulses in some spe¬ 
cific medium, the team said. 

It was later found to be a 
visual effect, but researchers 
thought it might still be pos¬ 
sible for a single photon to 
exceed light speed. 

Du, however, believed 
Einstein was right and deter¬ 
mined to end the debate by 
measuring the ultimate speed 
of a single photon, which had 
not been done before. 

"The study, which showed 
that single photons also obey 
the speed limit c, confirms 
Einstein's causality; that is, 
an effect cannot occur before 
its cause," the university 
said. 

"By showing that single 
photons cannot travel faster 
than the speed of light, our 
results bring a closure to the 
debate on the true speed of 
information carried by a sin¬ 
gle photon," said Du, assis¬ 
tant professor of physics. 


Physicists closing in on 'God particle' 


GENEVA - Experiments at 
the world's biggest atom 
smasher have yielded tantalis¬ 
ing hints that a long-sought 
sub-atomic particle truly exists, 
with final proof likely by late 
2012, physicists said Monday. 

"We know everything 
about the Higgs boson except 
whether it exists," said Rolf 
Heuer, director general of the 
European Organisation for 
Nuclear Research (CERN). 

"We can settle this Shake¬ 
spearean question - to be or 
not to be - by the end of next 
year," he told journalists at a 
web-cast press conference at 
CERN headquarters in Geneva. 

CERN and Fermilab have 
both reduced the range of 


mass within which the "God 
particle," as it is known, 
might be found to a fairly 
narrow, low-mass band. 

"The search for the Higgs 
boson is entering its most ex¬ 
citing, final stage," Stefan 
Soldner-Rembold, 
spokesman for one of Fermi- 
lab’s two key experiments, 
said last week in a statement. 

Higgs or no Higgs, the 
stakes are huge either way, and 
could easily earn a Nobel Prize 
for the scientists who can take 
credit for the breakthrough. 

The long-postulated parti¬ 
cle, first proposed in 1964, is 
the missing cornerstone of an 
otherwise well-tested theory, 
called the Standard Model,

US cryonics founder dies, has 
body frozen - Obit 

Born in 1918, Ettinger 
went public with his theory 
of cryonics in 1964 with the 
publication of his work "The 
Prospect of Immortality." 

In the book, he contends 
that "at very low tempera¬ 
tures it is possible, right now, 
to preserve dead people with 
essentially no deterioration, 
indefinitely. 

"If civilization endures, 
medical science should even¬ 
tually be able to repair almost 
any damage to the human 
body, including freezing 
damage and senile debility or 
other cause of death," he said 
in the book. 

"No matter what kills us, 
whether old age or disease, 
and even if freezing tech¬ 
niques are still crude when 
we die, sooner or later our 
friends of the future should 
be equal to the task of reviv¬ 
ing and curing us." 

Ettinger's keen interest in 
the life-saving promise held 
by future medical technology 
was sparked, according to the 
statement, by the years he 
spent in hospitals after he was 
seriously wounded in combat 
in World War II.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Robert Ettinger, founder of a 
movement that advocates 
storing bodies at ultra-low 
temperatures after death until 
new technology allows them 
to be revived, has died and 


which explains how known 
sub-atomic elements in the 
universe interact.

BEJING (AFP- Chinese 
medicine may be effective in 
battling certain symptoms of 
Parkinson's disease, and less¬ 
ening side effects from the 
drugs used to treat the condi¬ 
tion, according to a new 
study. 

Researchers at Hong Kong 
Baptist University said 
Gouteng, a traditional Chi¬ 
nese herb used to treat hyper¬ 
tension, helped patients better 
communicate and made them 
less prone to depression and 
sleeping difficulties. 

"There is no cure for 
Parkinson's right now, but the 
study showed Chinese medi¬ 
cine can help treat the dis¬ 
ease," a university 
spokesman told AFP. 

Parkinson's is a progres¬ 
sive motor-system disorder 
which usually affects people 
over the age of 50, although 
it can strike earlier, often 
causing severe symptoms in¬ 
cluding body trembling, stiff¬ 
ness and loss of balance. 

The condition is usually 
treated with a drug called lev- 
odopa, which the brain con¬ 
verts into dopamine to relieve 


the symptoms, but it can also 
cause nausea and hallucina¬ 
tions. 

The Baptist University 
study found that patients who 
took Gouteng together with 
levodopa experienced fewer 
side effects from the drug 
while showing a marked im¬ 
provement in their communi¬ 
cation skills. 

Li Min, an associate pro¬ 
fessor who led the study, said 
the findings could also help 
boost the profile of Chinese 
medicine. 

"They provide not only 
pharmacological proof of the 
efficacy of Gouteng in treat¬ 
ing Parkinson's disease, but 
will also help promote the ef¬ 
fectiveness and safety of Chi¬ 
nese medicine to the 
international medical arena," 
she said. 

Li — whose team has ap¬ 
plied for a US patent — told 
the South China Morning 
Post that she expects the herb 
would start being used to 
treat the disease after the sec¬ 
ond phase of the study in 
2013.

Strauss-Kahn maid comes out fighting 




Nafissatou Diallo 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
New York maid whose sex as¬ 
sault accusation brought down 
powerful French politician Do¬ 
minique Strauss-Kahn has 
burst from the shadows — and 
the illiterate immigrant won't 
go back without a fight. 

After 10 weeks in hiding, 
Nafissatou Diallo's decision to 
speak to Newsweek magazine, 
then hit the airwaves on ABC, 
yet again upturned the scandal 
that erupted May 14 after she 
went to clean Strauss-Kahn's 
luxury room in the Manhattan 
Sofitel. 

The two interviews on Sun¬ 
day and Monday pierced the 
mystery surrounding the com¬ 
plainant in one of the most sen¬ 
sational criminal cases to rock 
the world of globe-trotting 


VIPs in years. 

Faceless and 
nameless until 
now, Diallo re¬ 
vealed herself 
as an animated 
32-year-old 
from Guinea in 
West Africa 
with dark, 
straightened 
hair, large eyes 
and a harrow¬ 
ing story of 
being forced 
into oral sex 
and fearing for 
her life. 

And at a 
moment when 
prosecutors are 
suggesting they 
might drop 
charges because they are wor¬ 
ried about the maid's credibil¬ 
ity, Diallo was adamant that 
she won't retreat. 

"I want justice. I want him 
to go to jail. I want him to 
know you cannot use your 
power when you want to do 
something like this," she told 
ABC. 

Until now whatever details 
that were known about Diallo 
came from lawyers, prosecu¬ 
tors, or leaks from investiga¬ 
tors. 

But while Strauss-Kahn — 
who was head of the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund and a 
strong contender to be next 
French president at the time of 
the alleged crime — was al¬ 
ready a public figure, no one 
had heard a word from Diallo 


herself. 

In the ABC interview, she 
talks forcefully in heavily ac¬ 
cented, but mostly fluent Eng¬ 
lish about the sequence of 
events she says took place in 
the 28th floor suite at Sofitel. 

She recounted the incident, 
saying Strauss-Kahn emerged 
naked from a shower to "grab 
my breasts" and despite her 
pleas, forced her head down to 
his penis. 

When she found out the 
identity of her alleged attacker, 
she referred to her troubled 
past in Guinea to explain why 
she feared for the worst. 

"They're going to kill me," 
she said. "I know if that was in 
my country, he's a powerful 
man like that, they're going to 
kill me before someone 
knows." 

Strauss-Kahn's experienced 
legal team is characterizing the 
media blitz as an attempt to 
pressure prosecutors into going 
ahead with the criminal case, 
without which a potentially lu¬ 
crative civil lawsuit might 
have trouble gaining traction. 

But Diallo appears also to 
want to reclaim her public 
image after having been 
painted in tabloid newspapers 
as a gold digger, and even a 
prostitute. 

In the lengthy Newsweek 
interview, she talked with 
pride about cleaning the 28th 
floor at Sofitel and the fear she 
had about losing her job. 

The $25 an hour post was 
described as a dream job that 
lifted her from the insecurity 


and poverty of a sin¬ 
gle mother immigrant 
who had previously 
worked in a hair salon 
and a Bronx food 
store after escaping a 
hard life in Guinea in 
2003. 

"I loved the job. I 
liked the people. All 
different countries, 
American, African, 
and Chinese. But we 
were the same there," 
she said. 

Allegedly while 
under attack by 
Strauss-Kahn, she 
pushed back but did 
not use all her 
strength: "I don't want 
to hurt him," she told 
Newsweek. "I don't 
want to lose my job." 

Inconsistencies about her 
life in Guinea — as well as 
about the precise chronology 
of events in the hotel — have 
fed both into prosecutors' 
doubts and defense allegations 
that she is making up the sex 
assault. 

The two interviews seemed 
aimed at straightening out 
some of those inconsistencies, 
but are unlikely to settle the 
issue. 

She told Newsweek that in 
Conakry, the capital of Guinea, 
she was raped by two soldiers 
and made to clean up the 
scene. However she was fuzzy 
about the date, eventually say¬ 
ing it happened in 2001. Asked 
about her former husband, she 
said simply that he'd died of 


"an illness," as did an infant 
daughter, though whether at 
three or four months she wasn't 
sure. 

Whether such inaccuracies 
point to a poorly educated im¬ 
migrant with a turbulent life or 
evidence of a woman fabrica¬ 
ting a sex assault accusation is 
under debate. 

Prosecutors have already 
said she admitted lying in her 
application for asylum to the 
United States and also cheated 
on tax returns in order to qual¬ 
ify for housing benefits. 

But the maid, who told 
Newsweek she was the daugh¬ 
ter of an imam in rural Guinea, 
said she had no hidden agenda. 

"We are poor, but we are 
good," she said.

Languages on Papua vanish 
without a whisper

JAYAPURA, Indonesian 
Papua (AFP) - Who will speak 
Iniai in 2050? Or Faiwol? 
Moskona? Wahgi? Probably 
no-one, as the languages of 
New Guinea — the world’s 
greatest linguistic reservoir — 
are disappearing in a tide of in¬ 
difference. 

Yoseph Wally, an anthro¬ 
pologist at Cendrawasih Uni¬ 
versity in Jayapura keeps his 
ears open when he visits vil¬ 
lages to hear what language the 
locals are speaking. 

”It’s Indonesian more and 
more. Only the oldest people 
still speak in the local dialect," 
he said. 

In some villages he visits, 
not a single person can under¬ 
stand a word of the traditional 
language. 

"Certain languages disap¬ 
peared very quickly, like 
Muris, which was spoken in an 
area near here until about 15 
years ago ," he said. 

New Guinea is home to 
more than 1,000 languages — 
around 800 in Papua New 
Guinea and 200 in Indonesian 
Papua — but most have fewer 
than 1,000 speakers, often cen¬ 
tered around a village or clus¬ 
ter of hamlets. 

Some 80 percent of New 
Guinea’s people live in rural 
areas and many tribes, espe¬ 
cially in the isolated moun¬ 
tains, have little contact with 
one another, let alone with the 
outside world. 

The most widely-spoken 
language is Enga, with around 
200,000 speakers in the high¬ 
lands of central PNG, followed 
by Melpa and Huli. 

"Everytime someone dies, a 
little part of the language dies 
too because only the oldest 
people still use it," said Nico, 


the curator of Cendrawasih 
University’s museum. 

"In towns but also eventu¬ 
ally in the forest, Indonesian 
has become the main language 
for people under 40. Tradi¬ 
tional languages are reserved 
for celebrations and festivals," 
said Habel M. Suwae, the re¬ 
gent of Jayapura district. 

No longer spoken everyday 

In PNG, under the influence 
of nearby Australia, English 
has spread, though it has found 
it hard to penetrate some 
tribes, particularly those in the 
isolated highlands. 

The authorities are some¬ 
times accused of inaction or 
even favouring the official lan¬ 
guage to better integrate the 
population, particularly in In¬ 
donesian Papua. 

But according to Hari Un- 
toro Dradjat, an adviser to the 
Indonesian ministry of culture, 
no matter what measures are 
taken to promote traditional 
languages in schools, "it is al¬ 
most impossible to preserve a 
language if it is no longer spo¬ 
ken in everyday life." 

Despite his pessimism 


about the future, Wally the an¬ 
thropologist believes art and 
culture can stop Papuan lan¬ 
guages being forgotten. 

Papuans love to sing and 
celebrate and they must do 
these things in their traditional 
languages, Wally says — this 
way young people "will want 
to discover the language to un¬ 
derstand the meaning of the 
songs." 

Instead of saving languages 
on the way to extinction, some 
researchers want to preserve a 
record of them — a difficult 
task when many are exclu¬ 
sively oral. 

Oxford University has 
launched a race against the 
clock to record Emma, aged 
85, Enos, 60, and Anna, also 
60, who are the three last re¬ 
maining Papuans who speak 
Dusner. 

More than 200 languages 
have become extinct around 
the world over the last three 
generations and 2,500 others 
are under threat, according to a 
UNESCO list of endangered 
languages, out of a total of 
6 , 000 . 
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Holy Land clerics launch 
interfaith Earth forum 



JERUSALEM, Israel 
(AFP) - Christian, Jew¬ 
ish and Muslim leaders 
in the Holy Land joined 
forces Monday to 
launch a multi-faith en¬ 
vironmental campaign, 
citing religious injunc¬ 
tions to protect the Earth 
across their three faiths. 

Among their plans 
are the convening of an 
international conference 
of religious leaders in 
New York ahead of the 
2012 UN General As¬ 
sembly, a North America pub¬ 
lic relations campaign and 
training future clerics on the 
importance of environmental 
issues, one of the organisers 
said. 

At the Jerusalem launch of 
the Interfaith Center for Sus¬ 
tainable Development, rabbi 
David Rosen noted that the ob¬ 
ligation upon humans to care 
for their surroundings comes 
near the very beginning of the 
Bible. 

"That is the original charge 
in the first chapters of Genesis, 
given to the first man and 
woman, not purely to develop, 
to till the land, but also to pro¬ 
tect it... to conserve it," he said, 
to nods of agreement from a 
Roman Catholic bishop and 
the Palestinian deputy minister 
of religious affairs. 

"The main religions should 
really study the ecological cri¬ 
sis together, because our des¬ 
tiny is common," bishop 
William Shomali said. "If 
Earth is polluted it is polluted 
for Muslims, Christian and 
Jews." 


Laying out the center’s plan 
of action, rabbi Yonatan Neril 
said that the campaign was not 
limited to monotheistic faiths. 

"One project is to have a 
speaking tour of North Amer¬ 
ica of Muslim, Christian, and 
Jewish religious teachers, as 
well as Hindu and Buddhist 
teachers, to raise awareness 
about environmental sustain¬ 
ability from a faith perspec¬ 
tive, he said. 

Another, he said, "is to con¬ 
vene in a little over a year from 
now an interfaith Earth forum 
in advance of the United Na¬ 
tions General Assembly in 
which world religious leaders 
will be invited to speak in New 
York on the subject of environ¬ 
mental sustainability." 

The new center also en¬ 
dorsed a statement calling on 
"all people of faith to reduce 
their personal emissions of 
greenhouse gases and to urge 
their political leaders to adopt 
strong, binding, science-based 
targets for the reduction of 
greenhouse gases in order to 
avert the worst dangers of cli¬ 
mate crisis."

Oil prices dip as 
US debt talks stall 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices slipped Monday as 
markets fretted over a US po¬ 
litical impasse that is blocking 
the crucial lifting of the coun¬ 
try's borrowing cap. 

There was little sign of a 
consensus emerging as law¬ 
makers raced to find a deficit 
reduction compromise and 
raise the debt ceiling in time to 
avoid a sovereign debt default 
on August 2.New York's main 
contract, West Texas Interme¬ 
diate light sweet crude for 
September delivery, finished 
the day at $99.20 a barrel, 
down 67 cents from its Friday 
closing level. 

The benchmark futures 
contract, which briefly sur¬ 


passed $100 Thursday and 
Friday for the first time since 
early June, began the week 
sharply lower. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for September de¬ 
livery fell 73 cents to settle at 
$117.94 a barrel. 

Oil prices pulled back as 
President Barack Obama and 
his Democrats remained at 
loggerheads with Republicans 
over raising the $14.3 debt 
limit. 

The Treasury warns the 
government will not be able to 
pay its obligations beginning 
on August 2, risking unprece¬ 
dented downgrades on US 
debt ratings. 

"The uncertainty over the 
US debt saga has created con¬ 
cerns for the oil market," said 
Victor Shum, an analyst with 
energy consultancy Purvin & 
Gertz. 

"If it defaults, it impacts 
potentially economic growth 
in the US and so it's a sort of a 
domino impact," he told AFP. 


Debt cap 
deadlock 
sends US 
stocks 
lower 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
Washington deadlock over 
raising the US debt ceiling 
sent stocks tumbling Monday, 
as the August 2 date to avoid 
a government debt default 
grew closer with no deal in 
sight. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was down 88.36 
points (0.70 percent) to 
12,592.80 in closing trade. 

The broader S&P 500 lost 
7.59 points (0.56 percent) at 
1,337.43, while the tech- 
heavy Nasdaq Composite 
shed 16.03 points (0.56 per¬ 
cent) to stand at 2,842.80. 

Banks were losers as the 
debt limit cloud darkened 
over the markets: Bank of 
America lost 1.2 percent, 
Morgan Stanley gave up 2.5 
percent, and JPMorgan Chase 
fell 1.2 percent. 


Britain, India strike m^jor trade 
deals 


LONDON (AFP) - British and 
Indian businesses signed trade 
and investment deals worth 
more than $1.6 billion in Lon¬ 
don on Monday, in the latest 
round of annual talks on boost¬ 
ing economic ties. 

Britain's finance minister 
George Osborne hosted his In¬ 
dian counterpart Pranab 
Mukherjee and business chiefs 
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in London, signing deals 
worth more than £1 billion 
($1.6 billion, 1.1 billion 
euros), Britain's Treasury said. 

The gathering comes after 
India on Friday cleared a $7.2- 
billion deal for Reliance In¬ 
dustries Ltd to sell a major 
stake in two dozen of its oil 
and gas blocks to Britain's BP. 

"This is the single largest 
foreign investment in India. 
It's evidence of a strong two- 
way relationship,Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Osborne told a 
joint press conference in Lon¬ 
don. 

"In total over 3,000 British 
firms are investing in or plan¬ 
ning to invest in India." 

London is determined to 
boost trade with Brazil, China 
and India to help drag Britain 
out of the financial crisis. 

Mukherjee and Osborne 
demanded action from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, the Group of 20 
and the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund to help secure the 


worldwide economic recovery. 

Osborne said he hoped a 
free-trade agreement between 
the EU and India would be in 
place by the end of the year. 

"We should not let negotia¬ 
tions flounder as we work to¬ 
wards an ambitious agreement 
which will unlock significant 
trade and investment opportu¬ 
nities as well as wider Euro¬ 
pean agreement on trade," he 
said. 

The two countries are to 
meet for a further round of 
trade talks in New Delhi next 
year. 

Under the BP-Reliance 
agreement, announced in Feb¬ 
ruary, BP will buy a 30-per¬ 
cent stake in 23 of Reliance's 
oil and gas blocks, including 
India's largest gas field KG- 
D6, for $7.2 billion. 

The deal also envisages a 
performance payment of up to 
$1.8 billion if the tie-up leads 
to the development of com¬ 
mercial discoveries. 


IMF urges swift lifting 
of US debt limit 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
on Monday warned the United 
States to lift its debt ceiling 
swiftly for the sake of the US 
and global economy. 

But, with US politicians 
battling over a plan to slash the 
deficit, the IMF executive 
board called on authorities to 
only gradually reduce spend¬ 
ing, to avert "a disruptive loss 
in fiscal credibility." 

"The federal debt ceiling 
should be raised expeditiously 
to avoid a severe shock to the 
US economy and world finan¬ 
cial markets," IMF economists 
said in a report on the US 
economy. 

Executive directors called 
for the US to gradually un¬ 
wind the extraordinary support 
provided the economy to deal 
with the 2008-2009 financial 
and economic crisis. 

A downgrade on the United 
States's top-rated sovereign 
debt, which ratings agencies 
have warned could happen 
amid the political impasse, 


would reflect deep troubles in 
the US financial system. 

The IMF has told US au¬ 
thorities that "it's worth (fiscal) 
consolidation, even if it has 
some negative short-run ef¬ 
fects, because the alternative... 
is so complex, so difficult that 
it's better not to go there," Ro¬ 
drigo Valdez, a senior IMF ad¬ 
viser, said in a conference call 
with reporters. 

Another IMF official, 
Gian-Maria Milesi-Ferretti, 
told reporters that other coun¬ 
tries were concerned about the 
risk of a "loss of confidence in 
the US and hence an abrupt 
and large depreciation of the 
dollar accompanied by disrup¬ 
tions in international financial 
markets." 

Democratic and Republi¬ 
can lawmakers were in nego¬ 
tiations Monday trying to 
break a prolonged deadlock 
over raising the government's 
$14.3 trillion borrowing cap, 
linked to a long-term plan to 
reduce a swollen budget 
deficit.

"It is with regret... that due 
to the effects of the Great East 
Japan Earthquake, the busi¬ 
ness environment for this the¬ 
atre has greatly changed," 
amusement park operator 
Oriental Land said in a state¬ 


ment. “Based on a review 
of the expected results and the 
long-term viability of the 
show, it was mutually agreed 
that the business environment 
would remain extremely dif¬ 
ficult. Therefore it was de¬ 
cided to close the show." 

Performances of the cir¬ 
cus company's "ZED" show 
will end on December 31, it 
said, adding that it had en¬ 
joyed strong business success 
since Cirque du Soleil opened 
a permanent theatre in Octo¬ 
ber 2008 in the Disney Re¬ 
sort. 

Tokyo Disneyland and 
DisneySea closed for 20 days 
after the quake and tsunami 
hit eastern Japan, depressing 
the combined visitor figure 
for the 2010 fiscal year to 
March 31 by 1.8 percent on- 
year to 25.4 million people. 


Gabon buys Ted Kennedy's home 
for $6.5 min 


LIBREVILLE (AFP)- Gabon 
has bought the Washington 
mansion of the late senator 
Ted Kennedy, the real estate 
agent who handled the sale 
said. 

The white mansion with 
six bedrooms, seven bath¬ 
rooms, five fireplaces, an in¬ 
door swimming pool and a 
gym kitted out with equip¬ 
ment selected by Arnold 
Schwarzenegger — who is in

$6.5 million, realtor Tim 
Hanan told AFP. 

The Gabonese embassy 
would not immediately com¬ 
ment on the purchase, but The 
Washington Post said the oil- 
rich West African nation in¬ 
tends to transform the 
mansion into the official am¬ 
bassador's residence." 

Kennedy and his wife 
Vicky bought the spacious 


property in the Kalorama dis¬ 
trict of Washington in 1998. 
His wife put it on the market 
last year, months after 
Kennedy died in August 2009 
after losing a battle to brain 
cancer. 

According to Hanan, 
Kennedy's widow has bought 
a smaller home near the man¬ 
sion where she and her hus¬ 
band used to live, and is in the 
process of having it reno¬ 
vated.

planned after the NFL’s 
longest shutdown. 

’’Football is back and that’s 
great news,” NFL commis¬ 
sioner Roger Goodell said. ”It 
has been a long time com¬ 
ing.” 

Player representatives for 
all 32 National Football 
League teams unanimously 
voted Monday to approve a 
new contract with club own¬ 
ers, setting the stage for the 
end of the NFL’s longest 
work stoppage, a lockout that 
began last March. 

The first NFL shutdown 
since 1987 began when mil¬ 
lionaire players and billion¬ 
aire team owners could not 
agree on how to divide $9.3 
billion in annual revenues but 
was expected to end quickly 
after legal details were final¬ 
ized. 

Owners and players 
agreed on final terms in the 
early hours of Monday morn¬ 
ing and the NFL Players As¬ 
sociation (NFLPA) executive 
committee presented details 
to players in a conference call 
ahead of the vote. 

”1 know it has been a very 


long process since the day we 
stood here that night in 
March, but our guys stood to¬ 
gether when nobody thought 
we would and football is 
back because of it,” NFLPA 
executive director DeMau¬ 
rice Smith said. 

”1 believe it’s important 
that we talk about the future 
of football as a partnership.” 

Goodell struck a unifying 
tone as well after players and 
owners exchanged hugs over 
a deal that brings owners 53 
percent of revenues after a 
prior 50-50 split but gives 
players better benefits and 
faster free agency for some. 

’’Having a 10-year agree¬ 
ment is extra great for our 
game, especially our fans,” 
Goodell said. ”1 think this 
agreement is going to make 
the game better. I’m grateful 
for all the work both parties 
did.” 

The bottom line for fans is 
that barring an unexpected 
complication, the NFL sea¬ 
son will begin as planned on 
September 8 with the New 
Orleans Saints visiting the 
reigning Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion Green Bay Packers. 

Players and owners clearly 
knew there were some fences 
to mend with club supporters 
for the uncertainty of the past 
few months about whether or 
not there would even be a 


season this year. 

”1 would like to apologize 
to the fans for the last five, 
six months when we have 
been talking about the busi¬ 
ness of football,” New Eng¬ 
land Patriots owner Robert 
Kraft said. 

’’This is an agreement that 
will allow our sport to flour¬ 
ish. Every team will be com¬ 
petitive and we’ve improved 
player safety. What kept me 
coming was seeing the player 
representatives. They looked 
out for their long-term inter¬ 
est.” 

Owners approved the deal 
last week and the full mem¬ 
bership of players must yet 
vote upon the plan, but the 
approval by team representa¬ 
tives enables training camps 
to open later this week. 

”We want to thank the fans 
who stuck with us,” NFLPA 
president Kevin Mawae said. 

Today, players are ex¬ 
pected to be be able to return 
to NFL club facilities and 
teams are expected to begin 
signing free agents and rook¬ 
ies. 

Training camps will open 
for 10 clubs at a time on 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday and the last two on 
Saturday, all designed so 
each team has two weeks to 
train before its first pre-sea- 
son game. 

Teams will have a short 
time span to make salary cap 
cuts, sign free agents and 
rookies and make trades be¬ 
fore pre-season workouts 
begin. 

There was only one lost 
game — the annual pre-sea- 
son opener, the Hall of Fame 
game that had been set for 
August 7. 

Securing a deal before the 
end of the month means that 
a planned game in London 
will take place as scheduled.

SHANGHAI (AFP) - Brazil¬ 
ian sprint star Cesar Cielo de¬ 
fied a storm of criticism to 
win an emotional world 
championships gold Monday, 
as a 15-year-old prodigy 
claimed a thrilling win for 
hosts China. 

Cesar, controversially 


cleared to swim despite 
failing a drugs test, sobbed 
uncontrollably on the vic¬ 
tory podium after his 50m 
butterfly victory, and was 
comforted by fellow 
medallists Matthew Tar- 
gett and Geoff Huegill of 
Australia. 

”1 feel like Fve been 
blessed by God.... It’s a 
page turned already. Now I’m 
just going to look to the fu¬ 
ture,” said Cielo, whose 
23.1 Osec, was just 0.18 ahead 
of second-placed Targett. 

’’This gold medal has a 
different feel from the other 
ones. This one was the hard¬ 
est of my life.” 

Cielo, 24, has been in the 
firing line with superstar 
Michael Phelps and US team¬ 
mate Jason Lezak both voicing 
unhappiness after the Brazilian 
last week escaped a dmgs ban. 

The Olympic 50m 
freestyle champion, who won 
both the 50m and 100m 
world titles at Rome 2009, 
was let off with a warning for 
testing positive for a banned 
diuretic, which can be used to 
mask performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Cielo denies wrongdoing 
and blames a contaminated 
caffeine supplement for the 
result at Brazil’s national 
championships in May. Three 
team-mates also tested posi¬ 
tive for fiirosemide. 

”It was a tough time. Time 
to test not only my talent in 
swimming but how much I 
could take,” Cielo said. 

In other action, Asian 
Games champion Ye Shiwen, 
15, recorded host China's first 
swimming gold in a pulsating 
200m individual medley that 
was met with deafening roars 
at Shanghai's Sea Crown sta¬ 
dium. 

Ye put in a lightning final 
lap to pip Australia's Alicia 
Coutts, who won her second 
silver of the night, by one- 
tenth of a second in 2:08.90, 
with defending champion Ar- 


iana Kukors of the United 
States in third. 

Elsewhere Olympic silver- 
medallist Alexander Dale Oen 
of Norway won the men's 
100m breaststroke ahead of 
Italy's Fabio Scozzoli with 
South African Cameron van 


der Burgh third. 

Japan's four-time Olympic 
breaststroke champion, Ko- 
suke Kitajima, was just out¬ 
side the medals in fourth. 

Earlier, American Dana 
Vollmer, 23, won her first in¬ 
dividual title at a world 


championships in the 100m 
butterfly ahead of Coutts and 
China's Lu Ying. 

America's 14-time Olym¬ 
pic champion Phelps quali¬ 
fied for Tuesday's 200m 
freestyle final alongside 
team-mate Ryan Lochte.
